SABATOCJA, K. Y., Juno 10.—Tlin trace be- 


tween Tammany and tlio county nomocracy 
of Now York reduced tho convention to 
rather a tamo nft'nir, Thoro was nothin; 
like a strufrglo in tbo earlier proceedings. 
Tho only contest of consequence was that 
when the Purcoll and Eaino delegations Irani 
tho Second district of Monroo came up. Mr, 
Purcoll's action in Uio convention forced tho 
issue squaroly. Tho compromise effected by 
the stnto committeo giving both contenting 
delegations seats !u the convention \vith half 
a voto each was rejected by Mr. Purcoll, 
speaking for himself aud colleagues. "We 
docllno to take any part in tho proceedings 
of this convention until tho question of our 
regularity is passed upon by tho committee 
on contested seats and by tho convention," 
said ho. This was a quiot, dignified state- 
ment, yot it was a kind ol small bombshell, 
ond loft tho state committeo without tho sa> 
isfaction of having their schema tried in lue 
preliminary proceedings. Tuo name of Gov- 
ernor Cleveland was not pronounced, and 
consequently thoro was no chance of u dem- 
onstration in his favor. Indirectly, indeed, 
the temporary chairman alluded to tho wise 
and economic administration ho had ron 
dered tho stnto, aud tho allusion was ajv 
plaudod, but nothing comparable to tho en- 
thusiasm manifested over the names of Sam- 
uel J. Tildon, John Kelly, John C. Jacobs 
and others. Au attempt to get up a boom 
for Flower vras mado, but it proved a fail- 
ure. Some maladroit person iu tho gallery, 
ut the most inopportune timo, cried out, 
"Three cheers for Floworl" which was re- 
sponded to by u (eoblo effort.
